[ This handkerchief of the altar was 
called a/iHiBt It was carried by the 
priest In his girdle, and left with the 
vestments of worship when the serrice 
was done, 

Presently the grand ladles ot tbe court 
began to provide themaolves with 
similar 8>|uaros of silk. The next step 
was tu embroider the edges ot these 
aquares. And aeon their convenience 
reeomnen^ed then ao highly that gen- 
tlemen eotmected with tbe vartoua Eu- 
ropean courts in some measure adopted 
their use. 

As handUercliiefa were still carried 
only by the rich andaeble, itbaaaaethe 
fasliion tu doootato tham viUtanaarial 
bearings and crests. 

Throaghoui tbe meet alagant periods 
of tbe 'Hge of chivalry," bandkoroblefs, 
or any substitute for them other than 
Bucli as nature provided, were utterly 
unknown. .Elaborate booksof etiquette 
and treatises upon mannera were writ- 
ten long before eltbet handkerchiefs or 
table-forks wore thought of. 

An early liook on manners, \\ ri t ten for 
lords and ladles of the court, advises ilio 
employment of tbe left hand tn tho 
service which tbe baiidkerubiof now 
performs, because the right hand is 
most tietaenlljr a^^orad In taking 
food from tbo dish. Only "vulgar per- 
sons," wo are tiild by this treatise, use

I'^mliroidered handkerchiefs bad come 
into use in hibakespeare's time, as la 
proved by the Important part wbloh Des- 
domona's bandkerotalal— or "napkin," 
as it 1> called— playa in tbo tragedy ot 
"trtbello." Iluras yet tba posaeaaors of 
handkerchiefs wero lords and lodloa. 
Kvcn In liio seventeenth century tbo 
common people knew no such luxury. 

Ono of tbe most curlons notes about 
the early use of tbe handkerchief In 
polite society Is tho evidence we have In 
iiteratuio that tho artii-lo was fii'i/ucnt- 
ly lent, and passed from baud to iiaiid 
for use.*

born ladlea of tho court bathed so aol- 
dom that tho practioe was hardly 
known.
